With reference tj£f€be attached memorandum submitted by Mr. 
Douglas concerning the Sh(she training School, I desire to advise you 
that when I arrived late Saturday evening from Quantico, Virginia, I 
was advised by him that the Retraining Schools bad been cancelled and 
that we must be very careful In placing any orders during the remainder 
of the present fiscal year. Mr. Crowl also advised me relative to this 
fact. I again went over this matter on Monday morning with Mr. Douglas. 

% first intimation that anything had gone out on the SAC Re- 
training School was late this afternoon when there was delivered to my 
office a copy of the communication addressed to the various SAC f s and 
dated January 13, 1936. At approximately the same time Mr. Clegg was 
in icy office and I advised him that I was of the opinion the SAC'S Re- 
training School had been cancelled and that I had issued instructions 
to my office that any orders instructing the Agents in Charge to report 
for this school be held pending the return of Mr* Tolson. Mr. Clegg 
stated to me that the communication in question which was sent out on 
January 13th, had been approved late Saturday afternoon by the Director 
and that he, Mr* Clegg, had had the letter in question sent out from his 
office. He stated that he did not know that the school had been cancelled. 
While in my office he called Miss Gandy and she advised him that she knew 
of no orders cancelling this school. Had these orders been forwarded 
to the Chief Clerk's office for transmission to the various SAC ! s, the 
instructions would not have gone out. 

I did not believe that any other office in the Bureau would 
send out instructions ordering the SAC f s in for retraining inasmuch as 
all Retraining Schools during the time that I have been Chief Clerk 
have been formed and sent out from this office. In this regard I desire 
to mention that in the Police Training School Special Agent Scott was 
ordered in to Washington from Mr* Clegg ! s office. At that time I advised 
Mr* Clegg that all orders for transfer should be sent out from the Chief 
Clerk 1 s office. It was my understanding that all transfers of Agents 
and regular administrative movements should clear through this office ♦

On Friday afternoon, January 10, Mr. -Tracy indicated that 
Director would likely be out of town for a few days and that any matters' 
which should be brought to his attention should be available for the 
Director to see on Saturday morning. At the 3ame time, the Executive 
Conference being in session, the subject matters for discussion before the 
Special Agents in Charge Training School were discussed and approved by 
the Conference. 

. After the conference Friday night, a schedule of the subjects 
for discussion before the Special Agents in Charge, the time allocated 
to each subject and a schedule of the subjects to be discussed by the 
Special Agents in Charge at their conference and the time allocated to 
each, was prepared in memoranda form and submitted to the Director, Saturday 
morning together with the recommendation that the Special Agents in Charge 
Conference be held for a nine day period beginning Monday, January 27 ♦ 
The Director had previously approved the holding of the Conference in 
February and the recommendation as to the change in date was to provide a 
more convenient time as the Folic e Training School members were to be in 
Quantico for the week of January 27. 

The memorandum containing this information and these recommenda- 
tions was submitted with a suggested form letter informing the Special 
Agents in Charge as to the date of the school - its beginning and duration - 
as to the l4i th of time to be spent at Quantico, as to the program of talks 
to be made by the Special Agents in Charge together with the subject matter 
and the time allocated to each subject to be discussed by the Special 
Agents in Charge. Likewise I prepared for the signature of Mr- Quinn and 
Mr. Tolson the recommendation of the Executive Conference as to the subject 
matter and program of the Special Agents in Charge Conference, the Executive 
Conference having unanimously approved. This correspondence was forwarded 
to the Director's office and I was advised during the afternoon of Saturday 
January 11 that this matteV had been approved. The form letter informing 
the Agents in Charge as to the calling of this Conference and the program 
of speeches and instructions with reference thereto was returned to this 
office signed and approved by, the Director.

As it wets rather late Saturday afternoon, I was unable to 
find anyone in Mr. Renneberger f s office so arrangements were made to 
have this letter sent to Mr, Renneberger early Monday morning. The 
letter was printed and returned to this office and was mailed out Monday 
afternoon. Copies of the letter were likewise sent to each of the 
members of the Executive Conference and the Supervisors at the Seat 
of Government, I did not know until today that these form letters did 
not clear through the Directors office just as other outgoing mail. 

I had not been informed prior to the mailing of this letter 
that there was any change in the plans and it did not occur to me at the r * 
time that any further approval was necessary. Quite by accident 
Tuesday evening at about 7:30 p. m., I learned from Mr. Glavin that 
he had received some instructions concerning the Special Agents in Charge 
Conference and that the material concerning it was to be held up. 
Upon learning of this fact, I communicated with Mr. Quinn and informed 
him that the letters had gone out. The letters having been epproyed 
so very recently prior to their being sent out (as stated, I had not 
learned there was any question about holding this school) it frankly 
did not occur to me that they needed to be routed through any other 
office* In the future such communications will be forwarded to the 
Chief Clerk's office before they are sent to the field. I regret that 
tfcU procedure was not followed in^%hi*^Ln stance.

I found Lieutenant Hanson to be surprisingly intelligent* - 
It seems that the Director of the Bureau of Prisons training school } 
had died about two years ago and Lieutenant Hanson has been giving- -his" 
interest primarily to training work - or at least to the preparation for 
schools to be held in the future. He stated that their schools at 
the various institutions where they have held them have lasted from,, 
twelve to fourteen weeks and that at least half of each day is devoted 
to physical training and military drill but that very little military 
drill was required of prison officials and he, personally, could not ' 
see the purpose or necessity for it. He said the remainder of each day 
was devoted to lectures and demonstrations. It seems the schools were 
held in several of the penal institutions of the country and apparently 
Lieutenant Hanson is planning to re-establish these schools. He asked 
for permission to attend the classes but very fortunately one class 
is at Quantico and the other is in the Identification Division and, 
therefore, it was impractical for him to visit either class.

During the most recent inspection of the offices assigned to 
Division 6, I found all offices in satisfactory condition with the ex- 
ception of the installation of certain equipment and repairs which were 
reported at that time. This included the repair of a handle to a cabinet 
in Training School No. 2 and the proper installation of the buzzer button 
in Training School No. 2, as well a^ a recommendation that the tops of the 
desks in each of the school rooms b£ sandpapered dnd re-varnished at some 
convenient time. This latter requirement is not an urgent necessity and 
may be deferred until after July 1. 

Today I completed another inspection of the offices assigned 
to this Division. All were found ill a satisfactory condition with the 
exception of a few unsorted papers &nd documents in Room 5256. These 
documents were temporarily filed in J a neat condition and are subsequently 
to be sorted and placed in appropriately labeled folders in the Training 
School files.

On the occasion of both inspections there were a few 
serials in Mr. Lester's office whiclji were being held for his personal 
inspection upon his return.

On Friday , February 21, 1856, I took a physical exammticm 



reporting first to the Public Health Service in the old Post 
Building and subsequently the examination was continued at the* United" 
States Public Health Building at 19th and Constitution Avenuesjt; 



The doctors assigned to this work in the old Post Office 
Building apparently are very busy and there are usually quite a 
number of people waiting for the&e examinations. We were able to 
get under way within approximately thirty minutes after our arrival 
for the examination. A portion Of the examination is given and then 
there are other delays until the; eye, ear, nose, and throat doctor 
can get rid of his patients. Thin after another wait, there is a 
contin*tfation of the examination. I feel, however, that in spite of 
thqdp waits, they are doing the best they can. I also observed that 
Mr.Jftease of the Chief Clerk's Office* who performs clerical duties 
incidental to these examinations; is very much on the alert and makes 
arrangements to push the Bureau Employees through ahead of some of 
the others who may have arrived ^ven earlier. He is doing a good 
job and has learned quite a bit of the routine and some of the less 
technical work he is able to handle himself. 

There was not a "spick land span" appearance to the place 
which, however, might be expected at the old Post Office Building. 
I noticed them putting the instrijments in sterilizers after being 
used and the temperature thermometer was returned rather promptly 
to its alcohol container and I believe this is a satisfactory 
arrangement . Anyone with athlete's foot would spread it all over 
the place as no inquiries are ma4e with reference to this factor. 
I have quite an aggravated case cj>f athlete's foot myself and 
had to call the attention of the ] examining physician to this fact 
so that he could place papers onjthe floor in order to prevent 
spread of this infection. During a part of the examination of 
the athlete's foot condition, my ibare foot was placed on one of 
the chairs which, undoubtedly, was subsequently used and I am in- 
formed that this is an infection ;which spreads rather easily. 
Yet ? with all the crowd of people! they apparently are examining 
and the delay they seem: to be doing a reasonably fair job as far 
as cleanliness and precaution ar^ concerned. ;/ 



MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR -2- February 21, 1936. 



After finishing the examination there, I proceeded by- 
taxi to the Public Health Service Building at 19th and Constitution 
Avenues. I reported to the dental clinic and it was exactly one 
hour and two minutes later that I was called in for a dental examina- 
tion which lasted less than twoi minutes.

Concerning the examination itself, it seems to be reasonably 
thorough. It so happens that i! have had three physical examinations 
during the past sixty days and jbhe examination taken at the Public 
Health Service was, frankly, no[b as thorough as those which I have 
recently taken. For example, i[f there are any digestive disorders, 
it appears very unlikely that they would be found at the Public 
Health Service unless some indication should be disclosed by the 
blood count which, I believe, is good only for rather acute in- 
fections such as appendicitis a|ad the like.

Not only «rc such 
methods never used but the Federal Bureau 
I frowns upon them wherever they may be em- 
ployed by police departments. 
Still another false impression he corrected 
; wa5 whcn he explained that in kidnapping cases 
| the Bureau has not the slightest objection to 
, the family of the victim negotiating with the 
; abductors and making such arrangements as it 
. can for the safe return of the captive. The 
| Bureau s first interest is in seeing that the kid- 
j napped person is brought back unharmed, and 
j it will fully respect the wishes and natural im- 
| pulses of the distressed family. It will "lay 
[off* the case until the immediate purpose has 
I been accomplished, but after that it will bend 
all its energies to arresting the criminal. That 
it has been singularly successful in accomplish- 
ing results is a matteV of common knowledge. 

Although it has made no official pronounce- 
ment, the Bureau is not inclined to regard 
with fa.vor the laws enacted in some countries 
that make the payment of ransom money a 
crime. Such laws, for reasons that are under-

MEMORANDUM FOR THE DIRECTOR 
Re: Administering 0a th to New Special Agents 

When new special Agents are inducted into* the service 
on the opening day of the training school, the present custom is 
to first examine their letters of appointment and other identify- 
ing data to establish their identity. Following this, each newly 
a pointed Special ^gent signs, in duplicate, th6 oath of office 
form. Upon completion of their signing the oath of office, a 
notary public (one of the Bureau's employees) is brought into the 
room and in his presence the entire group, including everyone 
present, is asked to stand and with righthand upraised they repeat 
audibly and in unison the phraseology of the oath of office. 

I am of the opinion that if it is agreeable to the 
Director, the newly appointed Special -Agents would really appre- 
ciate having theDirector administer this oath of office. I would 
suggest that the next class be taken in,to Training School #1 when 
the oath is administered and that this ceremony take place in the 
presence of the Agents in Charge Training School which will be in 
session at that time. Following the formal administering of the 
oath, the class if congratulated and it is explained to them 
briefly the high ideals of the organisation aa&:the responsibilities 
upon them to "carry on" with the traditions of the "service. 

I would like to recommend -that the Director give consent 
to the personal adminis trail on of the oath of office.

Dear Mr. Hoover: 

I wrote you on September 12, and received your reply dated 
September 19th with the enclosure #867900, and the American Legion has 
decided to pay the expenses of a member of our Police Department to 
attend your Police Acadeuy. 

However, as one of the Legion Committee members on this, 
we have a problem here, that I would appreciate your oj&fcfon, coh r 
fidentially. 

We have only three men in our Police Departing who might 
be considered, and only one of these, meet with the age requirement 
set out in your F.B.I* %£orcement Bulletin, that he itast.nQt be over 
46 yrs of age at the time the school starts. I should like to enumerate 
some of the qualities of these men, and then have your opinion on them, 
and whether or not this age limit is definately fixed or might be waived. 

The first man: age is 41, he has been oa the department for 
about 3 years, is physically fit, and his education is only through the 
eight grade. From the age limit, he would be the only one eligible, and 
I believe he has a lot of common sense and is considered a good officer. 
However, as I didn f t see any educational qualifications in your F.B.I. 
Bulletin, I thought you might express an opinion, as to wfebther or not 
he had enough education to absorb and be able to put into practice the 
technical things taught in the Academy. 

The second man: age 50, he has been on the department several 
years, is intelligent, physical fit, and would ovQimrly be the choice of 
the Chief as he is most cooperative, and on his own time, has been taking 
a correspondance course in finger printing. He is considered a very fine 
officer. 

The Third Man: age about 55, he has been on the force, 10-15 
years, commanded Co. E, 145th Infantry 57th Division, during tod after the 
war, and is a member of the Legion. He does what fingerprinting is done 
at present in the department, but cannot classify them, as this is done 
at the Mansfield Reformatory, 16 miles away* He i§ a fearless officer.

1 # That the ceatiiroatlon of a certain limited amount of general 
telephone instruction for Special Agents is desirable* This does not 
contemplate ray attempt to train them to such a proficiency in this 
respect that they would be regarded as fully qualified for general 
telephone tapping problems, bat rather the Instruction course can be 
so pointfwS '..if! to give them general information on telephone systems 
whioh would be useful to then In investigative problems and such 
ftandama*t*l Information as may permit them in the event of some 
ertraoMlnafry emergency to proceed when the qualified experts in this 
line cannot be reached,

In reply to your letter of May 4th, $ wish to thank you for the in- 
terest you have shciffr in behalf of both my department and myself. There are 
several things thk£ v have come up in my line of duty since graduation, and I 
have found that had it not been for my training at the Academy , I would not 
at this time, be in a position to offer so successfully, solutions to problems 
confronting us* 

For example:- One of the present invest igRt ions which is now under way, con- 
cerns thet of a woman who was found in a tee* The Medical Examiner has called 
this death accidental* Due to the training I have received, and although 
there have been no marks found on the body, it is my belief that a suspect now 
held in custody may be guilty of this crime* Your Laboratory, at this time is 
making examinations of hair, and soil, in connection with the case, which I 
hope will place this suspect within the scene of the crime. 

I have already had the opportunity of experiencing the worthwhile 
benefits to be gotten from Mr. Clegg's instruction in;Durress and Unethioi 
tactics, and feel a great deal of credit is due Mr. Clegg for the thorough 
instruction given along those lines* Through that leeture, I have been able 
to gain my first statement or confession, without the aid of the third degree 
methods. It took longer, but it was worth it* 

lflr* Reynolds and myself, had the good fortune to meet Mr. Whitley, 
of your New York office, and he very courteously invited me to attend the 
Fire Arms Retraining in Peekskill* there are many things, I would have liked 
to discuss with Mr. Whitley, but the opportunity did not present itself, and 
a date has been set in the near future for the purpose* 

Regarding the school of training which we planned to conduct in my 
department:- As the summer months are now upon us, and traffic being very 
heavy, it is diffitult to get the men off duty, but however, considerable 
plans are being made for the winter months. The first «i£ss consisting of 
tfen men, will start about October 15th, of which four hours every other day 
will be set aside for school. This will be for patrolmen. Detectives , of 
which there are five, will receive four bars per week, and as for Command- 
ing Officers, I am having a difficult task in convincing them of the invalu- 
able usefulness to be derived from the FBI Training.

Report of Dean Van Vleck 



Completely Graduate Basis 



The final step in placing tne Law 
School upon a completely graduate 
basis was taken at a meeting of the 
Board of Trustees, on June 3. At this 
meeting the six years combined A.B- 
LL.B. course was abolished. Last year 
when the entrance requirement of the 
school was increased to a college de- 
gree an exception was made in the case 
of students entering the Law School 
from Columbian College x and the 
School of Engineering. They were 
permitted to enter after the completion 
of three years of college work and 
after one year in the Law School to 
receive the degree of A.B. or B,S. in 
Engineering. After an additional year 
of consideration, however, it seemed 
the best plan to give up this, exception 
and adopt the requirement of a college 
degree for all students. Hereafter the 
law degree will represent seven years 
of university discipline. As far as en- 
trance requirements are concerned the 
Law School is now in the first rank. 
There is no institution in the country 
higher. There are only seven others 
with entrance requirements as high. 

This action was taken in order to 
give the school the place among other 
law schools which the prestige of the 
University requires. From the point of 
view of institutional progress it was a 
very desirable action. The broader 
purpose however, behind it was public 
service. The growing realization of 
the public nature of the work of the 
lawyer, as judge, administrator, legis- 
lator and as advocate and legal adviser 
has brought home to our law schools 
and bar examiners the tremendous re- 
sponsibility that is their's in recruit- 
ing the bar of the future. Our legal 
profession can make or mar our social 
order because they have the largest 
part in. constructing it.

The George Washington University 
therefore in placing its law school on 
a graduate basis is performing a real 
service to the bar of the future, and 
to the country. 

The Doctor's Degree in Law 
A significant event in the develop- 
ment of the work of the school took 
place at the commencement on June 9. 
Twenty-three persons were graduated 
from the Law School with the degree 
of Juris Doctor, (J.D.), Each one of 
these had completed before he began 
Lhe law school work the full four year 
course in a recognized college or uni- 
versity, each had completed the tull 
three year law course with a general 
average not less than B, an honor 
grade placing those who received it in 
the upper third of the graduating class. 
Each one had been elected by the 
faculty to the editorial board of the 
George Washington Law Review and 
had done satisfactory work as a student 
editor and each had completed satis- 
factorilly a full year course in Roman 
Law and the Principles of the Civil 
Law. A doctor's degree in law was a 
htting recognition of the seven years 
of university work and the unusual in- 
dustry, intelligence and ability of these 
men and women, the research which 
they had done, and the breadth of their 
legal training. 

Those who receive this degree are 
not required to spend additional 
years in law school work. They 
are required instead to do work 
of a higher quality and broader scopc 
The new plan for the degree of juris 
doctor is perhaps midway between the 
practice in the medical profession 
where the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine is conferred where there has been 
a minimum of six years of university 
work and no thesis and the German 
universities which confer the degree of 
Juris Doctor as a first university de- 
gree in law but require a thesis in 
addition to the examinations. At our 
institution work in the Law Review 
board as a student takes the place to 
some degree of the thesis. In estab- 
lishing this degree the University has 
followed the example of a number of 
excellent institutions, notably Michi- 
gan. Chicago, Northwestern, Illinois, 
Ohio State, and North Carolina.

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Registration 1936-37 

At the beginning of the academic 
year just concluded the Law School 
advanced its entrance requirements 
from two years of college work to a 
college degree except in the case of 
seniors in Columbian College. Of the 
latter sixteen were admitted. The 
registration resulted in a student body 
twelve percent less than the year pre- 
ceding. There were 977 the first 
semester, 982 the second semester, and 
a total gross for the year of 1068, as 
against 1101 the first semester and 
1075 the second, with a total of 1220 
for last year. The registration of the 
year preceding had been unusually 
heavy and had taxed the resources of 
the physical plant and had been an ex- 
tremely heavy burden on the faculty. 

This year the student body was 
more easily handled and w r as a more 
homogenous group. The classes were 
of better size. During the past 
years the number of college grad- 
uates has been about two-thirds of the 
student body. The new college degree 
requirement will, however, not reduce 
registration permanently. In the long 
run if the experience of other law- 
schools means anything the higher re- 
quirements by increasing the prestige 
of the school will bring a larger student 
body. The time will come when the 
problem will be one of selection. For 
the present there may be for a few 
years a reduction in the student body. 
This will, however, be educationally 
advantageous and the ultimate growth 
will be gradual and at a rate which 
will permit the institution to expand 
its resources to meet the new calls 
upon it.

THE LAW REVIEW 

With the completion of its fifth year 
of publication the George Washington 
Law Review has made a place for itself 
as a recognized repository of Public 
Law materials- The past year is par- 
ticularly noteworthy for the 530 page 
March issue devoted entirely to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as 
part of the celebration of the Com- 
mission's fiftieth anniversary. This 
ksue A is J a_yfllume in itself and has been 
well received as an authoritative, trca^ 
tise on the legal problems of the Com- 
mission's work. 

In the May number has been in- 
cluded a cumulative index bringing 
under one alphabet the subjects covered 
in the five years of the George Wash- 
ington Law Review and the thirteen 
years of the Constitutional Review. 
This index should be particularly help- 
ful because of the present inadequacy 
of the traditional digest and encyclo- 
pedia classifications from the point of 
view of Public Law materials. 

The Review leads all the quarterly 
legal periodicals in the number ol 
pages selected for reprinting in the 
Association of American Law Schools 
Selected Readings on Constitutional 
Law. It is surpassed only by the re- 
views which publish on a monlhly 
basis and have been established for a 
much longer time. On a relative basis 
in proportion to the total number oi 
pages published, a higher percentage of 
material has been chosen from the 
George Washington Review than from 
any other. 

It is apparent that the Review is 
bursting its bounds as a quarterly. The 
obvious next step in its development is 
the increase in the frequency of its 
publication to eight times a year or 
monthly during the academic term, 
thus placing the Law School in the 
class of the six or seven schools now 
serving the profession with monthly 
periodicals.

Dean John M. Wigmore was a guest 
of the Review on this occasion. It 
was particularly interesting since lie 
was one of the founders of the Harvard 
Law Review which was celebrating its 
fiftieth anniversary.

Further reference is made to the Executive Conference 
memorandum dated April 22, 1937, relative to the .possibility of the 
Bureau participating, to a greater extent, in training schools for 
local, county, and state law enforcement officers* 

In this connection it is my frank opinion that the Bureau 
should do everything possible to dominate the training school situa- 
tion throughout the United States. I think that we are possibly 
losing some ground by having men vjho obviously are not qualified 
lecture at police conventions and before police schools. I have in 
mind the fact that North Dakota has not been represented in the 
Police Academy, nor do we have an application from that state* 
South Dakota has been represented by only one nan who is in the 
present school, and this may bo wildly speculative, yet I believe 
that this may be attributable, in part, to the fact that there are 
but few small towns and the territory sparsely settled, but the 
further fact that LIr. Haani, who docs not speak English clearly, 
undertakes to lecture in the training schools, and, in my mind, 
discourages any activity of this kind. This is just an example of 
what may be occurring in many instances. 

I certainly think that in order for the Bureau to be invited 
to attend training schools and conventions a carefully selected 
individual should be chosen and that it would be better to decline 
rather than to send someone that we all know is totally unqualified 
to fill the job. 

I am of the opinion, therefore, that to the extent possibles with 
available personnel who are qualified, the Bureau should undertone to 
participate in all police conventions and police training schools. 

I have tried to prepare a list of those Bureau employees 
whom I believe to be qualified along this line, with special reference 
to the types of lectures which they can give, provided the Bureau 
furnishes those who are in the field with some material or outlines. 
I believe that the Bureau should undertake to give experience to additional 
employees who show latent qualifications* VJith this in mind Mr. Kohn is 
presently in Washington to receive such training. If a program could be 
inaugurated whore, for a period of thirty to sixty days, different field

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employees could be brought to Washington and assigned to lecture 
before training schools they could be given experience and training, 
and then the Bureau will have available, in its field offices, field 
employees who could relieve the Seat of Government fron the burden 
of having to handle all of these assignments. 

I am further of the opinion that although the Bureau should 
not go out and openly solicit invitations to teach in police training 
schools , the Special Agents in Charge should be aware of the existence 
of all police training schools in their respective territories, should 
keep well informed as to their programs, policies, plans, and curricula, 
and that these agencies should be informed that the Bureau will be 
pleased to cooperate. Then, when a Bureau representative is sent to 
speak on some General subject he should not confine his remarks solely to 
the accomplishments of the Federal Bureau of Investigation* 

I recommend, therefore, that another letter be forwarded to 
the Special Agents in Charge, informing them of their direct responsi- 
bility of keeping themselves informed as to the existence of all 
training schools for police in their respective divisions, and that 
both by correspondence from the Bureau and by contact from the field, 
those in charge of these training schools should bo informed of the 
Bureau's desire to bo of all possible assistance . The only qualifica- 
tions I believe proper to make at this tine is that first consideration 
and favoritism be shown to those departments which have been represented 
in the FBI National Police Academy, for to these graduates the Bureau 
has promised the fullest extent of its cooperation in organizing and 
conducting training schools. 

Those v/ho I believe arc qualified to lecture on general 
subjects, including administrative matters and investigations are the 
following:

I accept the obligation in connection with my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias or display of emo- 
tion, and to consider the information, coming to my knowledge by virtue of 
my position as a sacred trust, to be used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to acquit the innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance of my duties and assignments, I shall not .engage in unlawful and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
fear, without favor, and without prejudice. At no time shall I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or to 
disfavor any person or issue. While occupying the status of a law enforce- 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter which 
has come to my attention. I am aware of the serious responsibilities of ray 
office and in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, seek to 
supply comfort, advice and aid to those who may be in need of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare against the enemies of my coun- 
try, of its laws, and of its principles; and as a physician, I shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the lawful processes of our body politic. I shall strive to be 
both a teacher and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 
a lawyer, I shall acquire due knowledge of the laws of my domain and seek 
to preserve and maintain the majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be my endeavor to learn all pertinent truth about accusations aijd 
complaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assignment a masterpiece ; as a 
neighbor, I shall bear an attitude of true friendship and courteous respect 
to all citizens; and as an officer, I shall always be loyal to my duty, my 
organization, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution 
of the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic; I will bear 
true faith and allegiance to the same, and will constantly strive to cooper- 
ate with and promote cooperation between all regularly constituted law en- 
forcement agencies and officers in the performance of dutie^ of; mutual in-

In response to the Directors inquiry as to why I did not 
, personally handle this matter, you are advised that Mr. Hince phoned me 
between 5:00 and 6:00 a.m. Sunday morning, February 6, advising th^LJaa-itad 
received a phone call from Special Agent Moss to the effect that Agent 
Wagner presumably was in the Providence Hospital and that the police had 
carried away one of his companions. Mr. Hince stated that he was proceed- 
ing to the Providence Hospital to see if there was any truth in this 
statement and to try to find out if the individual there was an Agent 
of the Bureau since Agent Moss had by telephone ascertained that a n 
individual by the name of Wagner was in the hospital. 

I personally felt that there would be but little doubt about 
the identification of the Agents because as I was leaving $Lmstead» s 
Saturday night following dinner, Agents Moss, Voshell and Wagner entered 
(Jirastead's together and I spoke to them at the time. However, it was 
indicated to Mr. Hince by Agent Moss that there might be some probability 
of it being a hoax. I asked Mr. Hince to phone me just as soon as he 
found out the situation. 

I immediately got dressed preparatory, if necessary, of going 
to the hospital in the event an Agent were seriously injured. I also 
looked in the phone book and got the name of two physicians known to me 
so that if the Agent were seriously injured, he would not have to rely 
solely upon treatment by internes and by doctors whose reputations were 
not known. Some time later Mr. Hince telephoned that Agent Moss had gone 
into the hospital using the pretext that he was a cousin of Wagner »s 
wanting to inquire about the situation and he learned that Wagner was 
asleep although he had been hit over the head by a beer bottle, according 
to the girl on duty. It was further indicated that the police in s~

After getting dressed following the receipt of the first phone 
call, the thought occurred to me that the two dangers in this situation 
other than that which had already occurred would be: Fitst, adverse 
publicity in the morning papers; and second, the possibility of criticism 
by police officials. Since it waa-stiLl* before ,6: 00 and as I was of the

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opinion that there was a 6:00 J&^f^^ t of the paper it occurred to me 
that it would be advisable to call Mr* Tolson so that he could take 
the steps that should be taken to contact the newspapers; and, if it 
were necessary^ to contact the police, perhaps Mr* Hottel had some 
contacts in the police Department through whom this matter could be 
kept quiet* 

After receiving the second phone call from Mr. Hince, I 
obtained his phone number which was in some place of business - 
restaurant or drug store - and told him to stand by until I could call 
him back after inquiry of Mr. Tolson as to his ideas as to further pro— 
cedure* I telephoned Mr. Tolson again and he was of the opinion that it 
would be best to continue to use the pretext whereby either Hince or 
Moss could make inquiry at the Police Station to ascertain if Voshell 
had been picked up, the inquiry being made without in any way involving 
the' Bureau, It was my thought that if I personally made an appearance 
that there would be more likelihood of my being recognised than either 
Mr* Hince or Mr, Moss so I relayed this information to Mr* Hince and 
decided it would be inadvisable for me to go either to the Police 
Station or to the hospital under the existing circumstances and* frankly, 
I again went to bed until I could hear from Mr, Hince* 

Mr, Hince telephoned about 8:30 a,m* giving the additional 
information which he has already reported and as to the taking of the 
statement from Agent Voshell, due to Mr. Hince *s personal observation 
as to Voshell 1 s condition shortly after leaving the precinct, I knew 
that regardless of Voshell* s statement that sufficient information had 
been obtained to warrant the disciplinary action which was invoked. 



It frankly was ray initial thought and inclination that I 
should proceed to the hospital until after the matter took the turn of

X have Just had occasion to eee for the first tine a memorandum 
dated June 30, 193$, addressed to the Director by Mr* Toleon covering an 
interview with Special Agent An*ua S. Taylor, J*., concerning the allega- 
tions which he made; firsts that the Bureau was mad* up of two faction*, 
one wonting for the Director and the other headed by *r. Clegg which was 
at odds with the Director and was desirous of seeing the pirector replaced 
second, that when pre^c stories some yearb a^o indicated the Director might 
resign *nd accept & position with DuPont Company, he bad heard then that 
Mr. Clegg was aesirous of Lecuring ths Director f s position; end third, 
that he hewd recently that Mr. Cls^ is still ueefcjjlg the position of the 
Director; that he does not recall tdiere he he*rd thle information but it 
was fro* Bureau eapioyeefc. 

It is observed that this memorandum was not routed. to ae although 
it was indicated that at one time that had been intended, but perhaps one 
of the clerical employees erased with re*d pencil the etna? xhlch would 
hare routed the memor andum to me. 

With some apprehension that some credence say have been placed 
in any one or all of these allegations, X *ant to 30 on record as stating 
they are separately, collectively, and individually false* They were then, 
are now and will be in the future absolutely false* X am further of the 
belief that any one -*ho would make such a statement as hawing come from any 
source and then stating that he does not recall where he heard this infor- 
mation In view of the seriousness of the statement is aa msi tig*. ted liar 
initially and finally. I vent 'to further record the fact that there has 
been, is, and will be absolutely no basis in fact for asy of the allegations, 
insinuations und rumors as relatad by this employee. There has been no word 
or act on part which could even Kith the wilder* t stretch of imagination be 
interpreted in any way as to form a basis for such statements and they are 
utterly ridiculous and false from beginning to end* 

The only thing that I ever heard of along this line previously was 
a statement relayed to me by either the Director or Mr* Tolson 1 beliave in 
the early part of 1933, th*«.t ST. H. D. Lester, then a Special Agent, reported 
that I had been seen conferring with congressmen md senators on Capitol Hill 
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prior to the announce* en t of the Director 1 * reappointment by Attorney 
General Cuandnge and t^ter was of the ojtaion that Z m at th&t tiae 
peeking the Directorship , Tbat statement of course wee Act based on 
feet* I think this w&e well known and there la no wore b**ia or reason 
for the subsequent allegatione than there verm for those initially made by 
Mr* Letter* ; 

I would be concerned if either through positive or negative action 
or deed on *y part any employee could have imagined each a possibility ex- 
cept for the fact that the file reflects that tide Agent haa born a pome 
animosity toward ae since he wue in the training eohool for newly appointed 
Special Agents when X took charge of the training work a few days before 
hie school completed its course of training In December, 1934, and he 
felt that £ had been particularly hard boiled because it was necessary 
to la* doro acme very strict rules and enforce the* after the class of 
which ne was a member hod seeaingly gotten out of hand because of a ladk 
of discipline* I as inclined to believe, therefore* that Agent Taylor has 
not even heard any such cotaaente as those which he olwlnedl to have heard 
concerning which he further stated he could not reoall the source ♦

Concerning the Director's inquiry as to the delay iA^ "J^""^" 
getting in some of the reports on the Special Agents in Chargp M ^' ^ 
Conference, quite frankly, I am unable to offer any explanation^ T *™* IaJ *~* 
that I would agree was at all satisfactory^ and I regret thatj^^ 
this is so* I do know that within a day or two after the Spe- 
cial Agents in Charge had departed, there were sent to a number 
of Bureau officials, Assistant Directors, Inspectors and in- 
structors, forms to be filled out on each man in the class, in 
order to obtain their individual ratings concerning the Agents 
in Charge, so that from the composite ratings obtained, I would 
be able to furnish the Director a broad general view of the 
Assistant Directors, Inspectors and instructors concerning the 
efficiency of the class members* Some of these forms were re- 
turned promptly, a number of them were delayed, and although they 
were followed up by telephone calls, some of them had never been 
received, and I informed the parties in question that the delay 
was so great that I would have to proceed with the dictation. 

Knowing that the Director probably would desire to 
have some estimate as to the relative standing of the Special

The reason why. I am particularly concerned about this 
matter is due to the fact that other books have Seen recommended in 
training and in the plant protection memorandum which have not been 
the type of books that we should recommend fqr use. I have in mind 
particularly the book by Rowan. It appears to me that the officials 
charged with the responsibility of supervising and directing this 
work are not giving it the attention and the supervision which it 
merits- It is not excuse to say that some subordinate supervisor in 
the Bureau is the one who has recommended the use of such books avd 
to charge the same to poor judgment upon the part of that supervisor. 
Taat, of course, is the fact, but the officials of the Bureau respon- 
sible for training and for investigative work are the ones in the 
final analysis who must bear the responsibility. It appears that 
there has been no check made of the books that have been recommended, 
to be read in the training courses , and consequently, the officials 
responsible for this work have not properly performed their duty. 

I want Mr- Clegg to understand that it is his responsibility 
to see that all lectures are not only properly delivered, but that 
the contents of all of them are reliable and accurate- 

I want Mr. Tamm to see that matters which emanate from the 
Investigative Division in the way of recommending reading or pro- 
cedure are proper, and accurate and reliable.
